WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Germany m utt evacuate hastily France, Bel­ 
gium, Alsace-Lorraine, Luxemburg, Rumania, Russia, and Turkey. 
She m ust 
yield up to the Allies vast quantities of war m aterials, including airplanes and 
artillery, surrender 160 subm arines, perm it internm ent of 24 cruisers and bat­ 
tleships and 50 destroyers and disarm all others. 
And she must perm it the 
United States and the Allies to garrison the im porum t Rhine crossings and 
strategic points and to occupy the C attegat, Baltic forts. 
These are the outstanding term s of the arm istice to which Germany 
bows, conquered today, as revealed by P resident Wilson before ongress this 
afternoon. 
He declared the w ar is over, and pictured Germany denuded of 
her m ilitaristic strength and her plotting m ilitarist leaders. 
But he warned now of a fresh peril. W hile he did not term it the image 
he presented was that of Bolshevism and he w arned that Germany m ust come 
to order—m ust not seek “the treasures of liberty” with the light of a torch. 
Should the Germans follow the course of self control and order, the president 
pledged th at we “shall put our aid a t their disposal in every way that we 
can do."

lution. 
W illiam Hohenzollern, the former kaiser, with his wife and son, the 
I former crown prince, w ere believed to have reached the castle of Count von 
Bentinck at Dessteg, near Utrecht. 
W ith them were said to be Field Marshal 
von-Hindenburg and a suite of ten. 
Germany was still dominated by the revolutionists, but reports indicated 
I that the Socialists were rapidly assuming control of the governmental func­ 
tions. 
The biggest figure in Germany was Frederick Ebert, Socialist and saddle- 
maker, who had assumed the chancellorship. 
Prince Maximilian of Baden, 
I former chancellor, was a mere lay figure as self appointed regent. 
Republics had been set up in Saxony, Baden and Wurttemburg. Bavaria 
i and Schleswig-Holstein. 
Other German states were in temporary control

soldiers’ soviets.

n ature In private homes outside of in­ 
corporated m unicipalities w ithout having 
first secured a perm it so to do from the 
County H ealth Officer.
